An editorial in the last issue of 
the Canadian Medical Association 
Journal calls for decriminalization, 
noting that “400,000 Canadians 
use cannabis for medical reasons,” 
that the risk of addiction is “very 
weak (and perhaps nonexistent)”, 
and that “the minimal negative 
health effects of moderate use 
would be attested to by the esti- 
mated 1.5 million Canadians who 
smoke marijuana for recreational 
purposes.” 

And 47 per cent of Canadians in 
a recent survey said that they 
wanted to see marijuana legalized. 

Is it time to lay off the pot? 

Not according to the Canadian 
Police Association. On Monday, 
the CPA presented a brief toa 
Senate special committee studying 
drug laws. The organization has 
also made available on its web site 
a list of the “Top Ten Myths” 
about illicit drugs and enforce- 
ment. The association denies, for 
instance, that marijuana is less 
dangerous than alcohol or tobac- 
co, that drug laws cause more 
harm than the drugs themselves 
and that police support the status 
quo out of fear for their jobs. 

Regarding its assertion that 
dope carries greater risk, the CPA 
claims that tobacco doesn’t impair 
consciousness or “brainpower.” 
“The same may be said,” the doc- 
ument adds, “for alcohol when 
taken in moderation.” But, the 
CPA claims, “There is no such: -

Ukrainian, Polish music permeates weekey

The name of Peter Ostroushko is 
well-known in the local Ukrainian 
community even though this first- 
rate musical artist has never per- 
formed here. But all that is about 
to change. The V’Nok Cultural 
Society, a promotional and fund- 
raising arm of the Ukrainian 
Orthodox Parish of St. John, has 
invited Ostroushko to present a 
benefit concert for the society on 
Saturday, June 2 in the Provincial 
Museum Auditorium at 8 p.m. 

Ostroushko first gained promi- 
nence when he added uncredited 
mandolin to If You See Her, Say 
Hello on Bob Dylan’s Blood on the 
Tracks album. “It was my very 
first [professional] gig,” said 
Ostroushko from his Minneapolis 
home several days before Dylan’s 
60th birthday (May 24). “All of us 
who were involved in making that 
album will be performing at a 
reunion concert of sorts. I don’t 
know if he'll [Dylan] be there. I 
think that he would have better 
things to do on his birthday.” 

The mandolin virtuoso’s first 
lessons on his chosen instrument 
came from his Ukrainian immi- 
grant father. “Back then in the 
Ukrainian community [of 
Minneapolis] almost everyone 
played mandolin, and that was 
something that I wanted to learn.” 

For his Edmonton benefit per-, 
formance, Ostroushko will be 
partnered with guitarist Dirk 
Freymuth. According to 
Ostroushko, “He can play just 
about anything and is comfortable

Third time lucky 


McCuaig returns with a third CD and a 
renewed commitment to dodging labels

L.. ever onwards and upwards 
for local band McCuaig. After the 
success of their second album, 
Tales From the Shroom Room, 
McCuaig realized that they had 
reached an impasse with their 
record company, BrownSound, a 
venture Johnny McCuaig helped 
start while playing bass for 
Carson Cole. Choosing to cast his 
lot with Berrypatch Records, and 
picking up distribution by Spirit 
River, McCuaig negotiated an 
amiable separation from their old 
record company. 

“Tt was all on good terms,” 
explains the band’s namesake 
/ guitarist / vocalist/bagpiper. “I 
mean, | was a really big part of 
Brown Sound. So we went our 
separate ways. I told them ‘Hey, I 
just need to get past this level.’” 

With McCuaig’s third album, 
recorded at Homestead Recorders 
with veteran producer Barry 
Allen, the group has moved fur- 
ther and further into a sound that 
is almost fractured in it’s eclecti- 
cism. From the power pop of Lost 
in My Hometown to the unique 
Celtic-ska hybrid of Pieces, the 
band wanders the musical map. 
And that’s very much been 
McCuaig’s intention. 

“We have such a different 
sound, and not every song is the 
same. I hate getting stuck playing 
one type of music every night. I 
can’t stand it, and I can’t deal with 
it. Plus, I think people get bored 
with it. So, we have a hard rock 
side, and a Celtic sound, and an 
R&B sound, and then a blues 
sound. That’s what our show is 
about. I’m really stoked about the 
reaction we've been getting, to tell 
you the truth.” 

Constant cross-country touring, 
along with stints supporting the 
New Meanies and Bif Naked has 
widened public perception of the 
band. Plans to go to Europe with- 
in the next few months are being

Maybe it’s because spring is in 
the air, but now seems to be the 
season for bands to form, 
breakup, and swap, just like cou- 
ples do.

Some would say that point of 
reference would be Tool, a band 
the four musicians seem to agree 
on, and have been compared quite 
favourably to. Harding’s voice 
takes on just a tinge of awe as he 
discusses their latest album.

“T think it has the kind of energy that blis- 
ters the wall, particularly the production in 
Manchester that Braham Murray directed,” 
says Fraser. “The actress playing Caddie 
made her first entrance being lowered from 
the top of the gallery in the three-story in-the- 
round theatre, wearing a g-string and a pair 
of silver platform boots and angel wings, 
doing a monologue about looking for her 
brother. It was one of the most breathtaking 
moments I've ever seen in the theatre. It was 
quite wild.” 

After a precocious start, writing and direct- 
ing Mutants at the Walterdale Theatre at the 
age of 18, Fraser quickly leaped to the fore- 
front of young Canadian writers. A problem- 
atic Winnipeg staging of Wolfboy (starring a 
young Keanu Reeves) set him back. He quick- 
ly regrouped in Edmonton and produced the 
Fringe Festival hit Chainsaw Love. Back on 
track, Fraser unveiled what for many would 
be his signature work, Unidentified Human 
Remains and the True Nature of Love. 

Staged in cities around the world, the-work 
spoke to a segment of the audience more like- 
ly to see a movie than a play. Sure enough, 
director Denys Arcand commissioned Fraser 
to create a screenplay, with’moderately suc- 
cessful results. For those who thought of the 
theatre as moribund, however, Unidentified 
Human Remains announced the arrival of 
a figure willing to shake things up.

— primarily those under 30 — to 
develop new skills. “We give 
them the opportunity to practice,” 
says Pirot. “They may not get the 
budget [that they’d get in other 
theatres], but they do get the stage 
and they do get technical support 
and the practice of dealing with 
the administration, the production 
manager, the technician — they 
have to be on top of the lights and 
the sounds. What NeXtfest offers 
is not just new work but also 

developing the working skills of 
the next generation. And also the 
opportunity to rub shoulders with

The art of artifice 


Nothing succeeds like Mo

Mui: Rouge could very we 


have been the worst film ever 
made. It’s a musical, set in Pay 
1899, that employs music from the 
past three decades. Its stars, Ewan 
McGregor and Nicole Kidman 
actually sing; and the songs them- 
selves are mostly amalgamated 
lyrics of every thing from Whitney 
Houston to Nirvana, Elton John to 
Kiss. It even has John Leguizamo 
as an absinthe-loving, baby-talk- 
ing bohemian dwarf, so how the 
hell can a film like this succeed? 

It works because director Baz 
Luhrmann (Romeo and Juliet) 
leaves no rhinestone unturned 
Moulin Rouge is so brash, so 
vibrant, and so overwhelming, 
that it hits like a disco-wrecking 
ball, leaving you dazed. 

Not since director Joseph 
Sternberg teamed up with

Although Luna Papa strives for a 
balance of laughs and drama, the 
taint of human cruelty and vio- 
lence is so strong that many of the 
comedic elements feel forced. It’s 
uncomfortable to witness the fam- 
ily’s comic bungling juxtaposed 
with the villagers’ taunts of 
“whore.” Comedy and tragedy do 
not co-exist well and the gap 
between them widens as the film 
progresses. 

This division takes it toll on the 
actors, whom often seem at a loss 
as to how they should play a 
scene. Bleibtreu, who played 
Manni in Run Lola Run, has the 
easiest job — his character is 
oblivious for the most part — but 
Khamatova’s performance is 





























uneven as she uneasily wrings 
slapstick from tear-jerking con- 
tent. The film tries to displace the 
resulting tension through the fan- 
tastical elements, but it just 
doesn‘t work in the end and 
Mamlakat's final transcendence 
becomes a cop-out. 

When the fantastic realism does 
work, however, it works very 
well, and director Khudojnazaroy 
pulls off some fantastic moments.

Re River is a filmic artifact of
